Refrigerator  car  loadings  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  still  continue  at  a 
record  high  level.     In  the  Central  and  \Yestern  territories  the  demands  for  these 
cars  are  still  heavy.    Loading  in  California,  the  Pacific  Northwest,  Idsho  and 
Colorado  continues  heavy  and  will  increase  in  Vlfashing ton,  Oregon,  Idaho  and  Colorado 
through  the  balance  of  this  month.     Shortages  are  still  being  reported  from  Calif- 
ornia and  a  few  other  Midwest  points,   though    ^  less  amount  than  during  the  previous 
week.     The  AAR  reports  that  while  there  was  some  improvement  in  the  available  car 
supply  in  these  areas  'andl  "in  the  Westbound  movement  of  empties,  the  continued  heavy 
loading  in  all  areas  has  made  it  difficult  to  gain  an  edge  on  the  deficiencies  and 
make  sufficient  cars  available  in  the  heavy  loading  territories  on  the  Vfest  Coast 
despite  the  persistent  efforts  East  West  Lines  are  making  to  expedite  the  movement 
of  cars  West, 

The  total  ouantity  of  truck  crops  commercially  produced  for  fresh  market  ship- 
ment this  year  probably  will  exceed  the  record-large  tonnage  produced  last  year. 
Aggregate  production  in  the  first  three  quarters  of  1946  is  expected  to  be  7  per 
cent  larger  than  production  in  the  corresponding  period  last  year,  and  34  per  cent 
above  the  1935-44  average.     Individual  records  have  been  set  for  cantaloups,  honey 
dew  melons,  watermelons,  tomatoes,  cucumbers,  lattuce  and  spinach,  also  for  the 
third  time  in  four  years  we  are  producing  a  potato  crop  of  more  than  400  million 
bushels . 

Our  estimates  indicate  that  approximately  95,818  carloads  of  fresh  fruits  and 
vegetables  will  be  shipped  during  the  month  of  September  1946,  compared  with  the 
revised  estimate  of  79,183  cars  in  August  1946,  and  an  increase  of  10.2  per  cent 
over  the  86,920  cars  shipped  during  September  1945, 

Carload  shipments  of  fresh  fruits  euid  vegetables  to  originate  in  the  North 
Pacific  Region  during  September  1946,  have  been  estimated  to  reach  16,079  carloads.
